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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first office action on the merits of application SN 10/584,163. 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art-- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the position of the door 
or end units of the compartment with respect to the niche of claims 16-22 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
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and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 16-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Regarding claims 16-20, The drawings only show the compartment or unit 
ends behind the front edge of the furniture niche. It is unclear as to how the door is 
connected if the edge of the compartment is forward or flush with the niche. Regarding 
claim 21 and 22, the door is not shown flush with the furniture niche and it is unclear as 
to how such a configuration would be pivoted. 
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5. Claims 16-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Regarding claims 16-20, The drawings only 
show the compartment or unit ends behind the front edge of the furniture niche. 
Regarding claim 21 and 22, the door is not shown flush with the furniture niche and it is 
unclear as to how such a configuration would be pivoted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 4- 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by GB 
2,052,249 to Westfalia. Westfalia teaches a refrigerator unit installed in a niche. The 
refrigerator comprises a body and thermally insulted (6) door (9). 

3. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 6,079,216 to de Marsillac Plunkett. De Marsillac teaches a refrigerator unit 
installed in a niche. The refrigerator comprises a body and thermally insulted door. 
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4. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
German Patent DE 19745090 to Kleeh. Kieeh teaches a refrigerator unit installed in a 
niche. The refrigerator comprises a body and thermally insulated door. 

5. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
German Patent DE 19818814 to Kallus. Kallus teaches a refrigerator unit installed in a 
niche The refrigerator comprises a body and thermally insulated door. 

6. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 4,790,146 to Mun. Mun teaches a refrigerator capable of being installed in a 
niche. The refrigerator comprises a body and thermally insulated door. 

7. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 5,358,326 to Cherry. Cherry teaches a refrigerator in stalled in a niche. The 
refrigerator comprises a body and thermally insulated door.
